CBS’ Rather Stepping Down 


NEW YORK I Dan Rather, the hard- charging 
embodiment of CBS News who saw his rep- 
utation damaged by an ill-fated report on 
President Bush’s National Guard service, said 
Tuesday he will step down as “CBS Evening 
News” anchor in March after nearly a quar- 
ter-century in the job. 

Rather, 73, will become a correspondent for 
both editions of “60 Minutes,” saying he looked 
forward to “pouring my heart” into investiga- 
tive reporting. John Roberts and Scott Pelley 
are frequently mentioned as in-house can- 
didates to succeed him, but CBS News — a 
distant third in evening news ratings behind 


NBC and ABC — also will look elsewhere. 

Rather replaced broadcast legend Walter 
Cronkite in 1981. Rather, Tom Brokaw of 
NBC and Peter Jennings of ABC competed 
at the top ranks of network news for more 
than two decades. Brokaw leaves NBC’s 
“Nightly News” next week. 

A September “60 Minutes Wednesday” 
story about Bush’s service that turned out 
to be based on allegedly forged documents 
forced Rather to fight for his professional life. 

Independent investigators are looking into 
what went wrong with the story, and their 
report is considered imminent, david bauder (ap) 


New Iraq 
Offensive 
Launched 


5,000 troops tackle region 
plagued by Sunni insurgeney 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Some 5,000 U.S. Marines, 
British troops and Iraqi forces kicked off a 
new offensive Tuesday aimed at clearing a 
swath of insurgent hotbeds across a cluster 
of dusty, small towns south of Baghdad. 

The series of raids and house searches was 
the third large-scale military operation this 
month aimed at suppressing Iraq’s Sunni 
Muslim insurgency ahead of crucial elec- 
tions set for Jan. 30. 

The assault aims to stem an increase of 
violence in an area that has been notorious 
for months as a danger zone. Car bombings, 
rocket attacks and ambushes have surged in 
recent weeks — likely in part due to guerrillas 
who slipped out of the militant stronghold of 
Fallujah, according to commanders. 

Despite the series of offensives, violence 
continued unabated. Masked gunmen shot 
to death a Sunni cleric Tuesday in the second 
such attack against a member of the influen- 
tial Association of Muslim Scholars, which has 
called for a boycott of the national elections. 

The joint military operation kicked off with 
early morning raids in the town of Jabella, 
50 miles south of Baghdad, as Iraqi and 
American troops swarmed into the region 
known as the “triangle of death.” 

At least 32 suspected insurgents were 
captured in the morning’s raids, the U.S. 
military said. The assault follows the mas- 
sive offensive against Fallujah, in which at 
least 54 U.S. troops were killed and 425 
wounded, tini tran (ap)

A component of chocolate 
may actually be a more effective cough 
medicinethan traditional remedies, a 
new study suggests. Chocolate had 
none of the troubling side effects of 
opiate-based medication, said Peter 
Barnes, who led the study for Imperial 
College London. Volunteers were given 
theobromine, a constituent of cocoa; 
codeine, acough suppressant; ora pla- 
cebo, NewScientist reported. During 
the study, volunteers were told to inhale 
capsaicin — a derivative of chilli pep- 
pers — which inducescoughing. Those 
given theobromine needed about one- 
third more capsaicinto producecough- 
ing than those who took the codeine.

Follow-Up Tests Find No 
Sign of Mad Cow in Animal 

No sign of mad cow disease was 
found in an animal the Agriculture 
Department had singled out for fol- 
low-up tests, officials said Tuesday. 
Initial screenings last week had 
raised the possibility of a new case 
of the disease in the United States. A 
more definitive test at the National 
Veterinary Services Laboratory in 
Ames, Iowa, came back negative, 
the officials said, (ap)

A former stripper and her lover 
were acquitted Tuesday of mur- 
dering casino heir Ted Binion, 
who prosecutors say was drugged 
and suffocated in a plot to steal a 
$7 million cache of silver bars and 
coins he had buried in the desert.

Prisoner challenging 
Gitmo trials appeals 
directly to high court 

WASHINGTON I Lawyers for an 
alleged al Qaeda member have filed 
an unusual appeal at the Supreme 
Court challenging the government’s 
strategy in holding military trials 
for terror suspects in Cuba. 

Earlier this month a federal 
judge blocked the first planned 
trial, and lawyers for the accused 
enemy combatant in that case are 
trying to bypass an appeals court 


and get the issue before the high 
court immediately. 

The Bush administration has 
defended its plans for military 
commission trials, resurrected from 
World War II, at the Guantanamo 
Bay Naval Base in Cuba. 

An appeals court had agreed to 
hear the administration’s appeal 
on a fast-track schedule, but the 
Supreme Court was asked late 
Monday to hear the case before 
a decision is reached by the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. Such direct appeals to 
the Supreme Court are rare. 


The appeal filed on behalf of 
34 -year-old Yemeni Salim Ahmed 
Hamdan, Osama bin Laden’s 
alleged driver, said that courts, 
alleged enemy combatants “and the 
world community stand to benefit 
from clear guidance as to how the 
United States may wage the legal 
war on terror in the future.” 

Hamdan’s attorneys urged the 
Supreme Court’s nine justices to 
decide by Dec. 3 whether to hear 
the latest case, which presents a 
broader question of government 
power in prosecuting wartime

Alleged gunman in 
Wis. hunting dispute 
says he returned fire 

HAYWARD, WIS. I A Hmong immi- 
grant suspected of killing six fel- 
low deer hunters in the Wisconsin 
woods told investigators that he 
opened fire after they took a shot 
at him first and hurled racial slurs 
at him, according to 
court papers filed 
Tuesday. 

A judge set bail 
at $2.5 million for 
Chai Vang, 36, of 
St. Paul, Minn., 
who was jailed on 
suspicion of murder and attempt- 
ed murder. 

The shootings occurred Sunday 
after Vang climbed into a tree stand 
on private property and got into a 
confrontation with the landown- 
er and members of his hunting 
party. 

One of the witnesses, a hunter 
who was wounded in the shootings, 
gave a statement contradictory to 
Vang’s. Lauren Hesebeck said a 
member of the hunting party shot 
at Vang only after he started fir- 
ing at them, according to court 
documents. 

Five people died in the woods; 
a sixth died Monday in a hospital. 
Two others were wounded, (ap)

Flawed 

CDC admits statistical 
errors; problem may 
have been overstated 

AT L A N T A I A widely reported govern- 
ment study that said obesity is about 
to overtake smoking as the No. 1 
cause of death in the United States 
contained statistical errors and may 
have overstated the problem, offi- 
cials acknowledged Tuesday. 

The government is working on a 
rare correction to the study. 

The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said in March that 
a poor diet and physical inactivity 
were responsible for 400,000 deaths 
in 2000, a 33 percent jump from 
1990. 

However, the CDC admitted 
Tuesday that it made an error in 
calculating how many people died 
from obesity in the last decade. 

Although CDC officials declined 
to specify the corrected number of 
deaths, The Wall Street Journal 
reported on Tuesday that the agency 
may have overstated the number by

Defiant opposition 
leader, trailing in vote, 
takes oath of offiee 

KIEV, UKRAINE I Opposition lead- 
er Viktor Yushchenko defiant- 
ly claimed Ukraine’s presidency 
Tuesday, taking a symbolic oath 
of office in parliament, as about 
200,000 of his supporters wearing 
orange campaign colors marched 
to demand that the disputed elec- 
tion be overturned. 

Yushchenko accused authorities 
of rigging Sunday’s vote in favor of 
Prime Minister Viktor Yanukovych 
and announced a campaign of civil 
disobedience. 

“Ukraine is on the threshold of 
a civil conflict,” Yushchenko told 
lawmakers gathered for an emer- 
gency session. “We have two choices: 
either the answer will be given by 
the parliament, or the streets will 
give an answer.” 

The election commission 
announced Monday that the 
Kremlin-backed Yanukovych was 
ahead of the Western-leaning 


Arafat’s successor 
demands Israel agree 
to ‘right of return’ 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I The inter- 
im Palestinian leader, Mahmoud 
Abbas, told parliament on Tuesday 
that he’ll follow in Yasser Arafat’s 
footsteps and demand that Israel 
recognize the “right of return” of 
Palestinian refugees, a hard-line 
position that has contributed to 
failed peace efforts in the past. 

Abbas’ remarks were seen as the 
start of his six- week presidential 
campaign, signaling to young, mili- 
tant activists that he would not com- 
promise on long-held Palestinian 
policies, though Israel considers 
them deal-breakers. Abbas is the 
old-guard Fatah party’s candidate 
to run in the Jan. 9 election. 


Yushchenko by more than two per- 
cent with most votes counted. That 
infuriated the opposition, which had 
been buoyed by exit polls showing 
Yushchenko the winner. 

As snow fell Tuesday night, 
more than 10,000 Yushchenko 
supporters marched to the presi- 
dential administration building. 


‘We promise you [Arafat] that our 
heart will not rest until we achieve 
the right of return for our people,” 
Abbas said at a memorial for Arafat 
at the Palestinian parliament. 

The “right of return” is a demand 
that all the refugees 
from the war that 
followed Israel’s 
creation in 1948 
should be allowed 
to return to their 
homes, along with 
their descendants. 
That refers to a total of about 4 
million people. 

Israel has rejected the concept, 
offering compensation to refugees 
and saying they should find homes in 
Arab countries or a Palestinian state. 
The estimated 4 million Arabs would 
overwhelm the Jewish state, where 
about 6 million Jews live, (ap)

Afghan officials remained vague 
about the identity of the kidnappers, 
but said a string of armed raids in 


stepped into the spiraling politi- 
cal crisis on Tuesday night, calling 
for negotiations among all sides, 
according to a statement read on 
state television. Kuchma referred 
to the demonstrations as “political 
farce . . . [which is] extremely danger- 
ous and may lead to unforeseeable

Gap Closes Between Number 
Of Women, Men With AIDS 

Women are being infected with HIV 
at increasing rates in all regions ol 
the world, and their numbers are now 
nearly equal to men, according to the 
United Nations and World Health 
Organization’s annual report on 
AIDS released Tuesday. The increase 
among women has been especially 
steep in East Asia — which has expe- 
rienced a 56 percent climb in the past 
two years — and Eastern Europe and 
Central Asia, where rates have risen

China’s Hu Agrees to Invest 
Millions in Cuban Industries 

China forged a stronger economic 
partnership with fellow communist 
nation Cuba as Chinese President 
Hu Jintao agreed to multimillion- 
dollar investment in the island’s 
key nickel industry and attended 
talks Tuesday aimed at increasing 
the Asian powerhouse’s involve- 
ment in Cuban tourism and tele- 
communications. Hu arrived in 
Cuba on Monday for a two -day 
visit. Relations between Cuba and 
China have steadily strengthened 
since the Berlin Wall fell in 1989 and 
the island lost its preferential trade 
and aid deals with the Soviet bloc, (ap)

Danforth Laments Impasse 
On Sudan Rights Resolution 

U.S. Ambassador John Danforth 
criticized the U.N. General Assembly 
on Tuesday after diplomats made 
clear they will scuttle a resolution 
denouncing rights abuses in Sudan’s 
Darfur region, where a massive con- 
flict has forced 1.8 million people to 
flee their homes. Diplomats meet- 
ing in the human rights commit- 
tee are expected Wednesday to file 
a “no action” motion, which lets them 
put off the topic until next year. The 
opponents are mainly African coun- 
tries loathe to condemn other African 
leaders. “One wonders about the util- 
ity of the General Assembly on days

Viacom Pays $3.5M 
To End FCC Probes 

Fine settles pending shoek-joek investigations 


WASHINGTON I Viacom agreed 
Tuesday to pay $3.5 million to 
end investigations by the Federal 
Communications Commission into 
allegations of indecency in its radio 
and television programming. 

The fine, one of the largest in FCC 
history, settles three pending FCC 
investigations, one involving shock 
jock Howard Stern and two involv- 
ing Opie and Anthony, who lost their 
Viacom-ownedNewYorkradio show 
after it featured a couple purport- 
ing to have sex inside St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral in Manhattan. 

Viacom agreed to install audio 
delay equipment at its radio stations 
that broadcast live programming, 
and to train its broadcasters and 


employees about indecency laws. 

“This consent decree allows us 
to move forward and to focus our 
efforts in this area by serving our 
viewers and listeners with techniques 
to safeguard live broadcasts, such 
as cutaways and video and audio 
delays,” Viacom said in a statement. 

These are not related to the 
FCC’s $550,000 fine levied against 
Viacom after the exposure of singer 
Janet Jackson’s breast during the 
CBS Super Bowl halftime show 
in January. Viacom is contesting 
that fine. The agreement cancels 
investigations into about 50 radio 
and television shows, said Richard 
Diamond, FCC deputy secretary of 
communications, emily fredrix (ap)

Dollar Slides to New Low Against Euro 


BERLIN I The U.S. dollar slid to yet 
another new low Tuesday against 
the euro, which rose above $1.31 
for the first time after a weekend 
meeting of the world’s top finance 
officials failed to send any signal 
of forthcoming action to stop the 


dollar’s slide. 

The European currency rose as 
high as $1.3105 in afternoon trad- 
ing in Europe, breaking the previous 
record of $1.3074 set last week. 

The 12-nation currency has risen 
from about $1.20 about two months 


ago, prompting European leaders to 
worry openly that the continued rise 
of the euro might damage their frag- 
ile export- driven recovery. While a 
weak dollar helps U.S. exporters, it 
can make items like German sports 
cars or French wines more expen- 
sive or lower profit margins for their 
manufacturers, (ap)

Crackdown on Human Trafficking 


District receives grant to combat sexual slavery 


WASHINGTON I City police are 
planning to crack down on what 
amounts to modern-day slavery. 

The Justice Department on 
Tuesday announced a $450,000 
grant for a special District of 
Columbia task force to combat 
human trafficking. 


Assistant U.S. Attorney General 
Alexander Acosta described find- 
ing a 14 -year-old immigrant from 
Mexico with a teddy bear on the 
nightstand in a trailer with only a 
twin bed and a screen. 

“She was held there and forced 
to have sex with 30 men per day,” 


Acosta said. “It happens more than 
Americans realize it.” 

In July, the U.S. Attorney’s 
Office in D.C. prosecuted a man 
who turned two girls, ages 12 and 
17, into prostitutes. Both were run- 
aways to whom he offered food and 
shelter. 

D.C. Metropolitan Police Chief 
Charles H. Ramsey said he does not 


know how prevalent human traf- 
ficking is in the city, but that even 
one victim is one too many. 

Ramsey said the grant money 
will be used for overtime and 
training officers to identify the 
signs of human and traffick- 
ing. Some money will also go for 
social services to help the victims.

WASHINGTON | As he prepared to 
leave town for Thanksgiving, Mayor 
Anthony A. Williams said Tuesday 
he is confident the plan to finance 
a baseball stadium for the new 
Washington Nationals is on track 
for a vote next week.

MUSIC I “End of the World Party 
(Just in Case),” the new disc from 
Medeski, Martin & Wood, could 
serve as the death warrant to the 
jam -band scene. 

During the scene’s mid-’90s 
rah-hah, MMW were its poster- 
children as mostly granola col- 
lege students in Birkenstocks and 
tie-dye noodle -danced to fizzy, 
groove-based jazz-rock improv. 
Today, MMW has outgrown the 
jam-band scene, sounding wiser, 
if a bit solemn. 


MMW are still as funky as 
ever, but the “Good Times” vibes 
of everyone partying have given 
way to darker, more disquieting 
escapades. 

Whereas their last 2001 disc, 
“Uninvisible” was marked by chilly 
ennui, “End of the World Party” 
establishes itself as the band’s 
crankiest album yet, following the 
lead of such pivotal recordings as 
Sly & the Family Stone’s “There’s 
a Riot Goin’ On” and De La Soul’s 
“De La Soul Is Dead.” 


The band enlists John King of 
the Dust Brothers as producer, and 
together they concoct edgy, filmistic 
ambiances, filled with gothic key- 
board flourishes, operatic synth- 
swells, rusty beats and skulking 
bass lines. 

If “End of the World Party” had 
come out three years ago, it would 
have easily been viewed as a musi- 
cal postcard of the 9/11 terrorist 
attacks. 

Now, cuts like the spooky 
“Anonymous Skulls,” the sym- 
phonic “Bloody Oil,” and the som- 
ber “Midnight Poppies/Crooked 


Birds” serve as reminders that 
danger still lingers. 

Even the disc’s merrier moments 
like the surf-rock ditty, “Queen Bee” 
and the Latin-flavored “Mami 
Gato” hint at bitter irony, despite 
John Medeski’s funky keyboard 
riffs and melodies, Billy Martin’s 
good-foot drumming and Chris 
Wood’s swaggering bass. Instead 
of bouncing with rhythmic verve, 
the songs trudge along like zombies 
at a keg-party. 

Considering the Bad Plus recent- 
ly stole some of MM W’s thunder 
as the “bad boys” of modern jazz, 
it was definitely time for Medeski, 
Martin & Wood to reinvent them- 
selves — even if that meant killing 
the sound of a scene that propelled 
them into stardom, johnmurph

STAGE I So that pint-sized, lisping, 
bald guy from “The Princess Bride,” 
— aka Vizzini, the smartest man 
in the world — is actually one of 
America’s great playwrights? 

Incontheivable! 

Yet true. Wallace Shawn is the 
Obie award-winning author of 
“The Fever,” a one-man play given 
its Washington premiere by Scena 
Theatre. 

In it, a privileged traveler 
(Christopher Henley) collapses from 
illness in a poor third-world coun- 
try. Soon, the meanings of “rich” 
and “poor” are reversed. Wallace 
traveled to Guatemala, Honduras, 
Nicaragua and El Salvador in the 
course of the writing.

‘Christmas With the 
Kranks’ isn’t funny, 
but the actors shine 

FILM I “Christmas With the Kranks” 
is better than its predecessors, the 
dreadful “Surviving Christmas” 
and the bloated “The Polar 
Express.” Yet the movie, adapted 
from John Grisham’s short novel 
“Skipping Christmas,” still is one 
that’s best skipped. 

Warm and earnest perfor- 
mances by Tim Allen and Jamie 
Lee Curtis make it tolerable and 
at times, almost cheery. But laughs 
are scarce, and the tinsel-thin story 
plays out like two separate one- 
note jokes. 

First, Luther Krank (Allen) 
convinces wife Nora (Curtis) that 
they should duck out on Christmas 
and use the money for a Caribbean 
cruise now that daughter Blair 
(Julie Gonzalo) is in the Peace 
Corps and won’t be home for the 
holidays. 

Second, Blair calls on Christmas 


Eve, saying she and her new fiance 
are coming home and that they’re 
looking forward to a traditional 


Krank holiday, complete with a 
huge party, a fabulous feast and 
a giant Frosty the Snowman on 


the roof. 

The movie’s first half is a shal- 
low succession of gags involving 


disbelieving neighbors, friends and 
colleagues who cannot fathom why 
anyone would forgo the Christmas 
rush of shopping, parties, greeting 
cards and decorations. 

The last half is another shallow 
succession of gags as Luther and 
Nora bustle about trying to create 
an instant Currier- and-Ives holi- 
day for Blair’s homecoming. 

A few jokes click, notably 
Luther’s frozen face after a Botox 
treatment and his purchase of the 
last Christmas tree on the lot, a 
twiggy thing that makes Charlie 
Brown’s sapling look like a glorious 
blue spruce in comparison. 

But producer-screenwriter 
Chris Columbus and filmmaker Joe 
Roth rely on repetitive jokes that 
weren’t that funny the first time. 
Too many jaws drop open in idiotic 
incredulity when the Kranks tell 
people they’re skipping Christmas. 
Relentless attempts by a neighbor 
(Dan Aykroyd) to prod Luther into 
putting up his giant Frosty decora- 
tion grow monotonous. 

Some pleasant chemistry devel- 
ops among Luther, a crotchety old 
neighbor (M. Emmet Walsh) and 
his terminally ill wife (Elizabeth 
Franz). 

By then, though, you’ll likely 
be dreaming of better Christmas 
movies yet to come,

Dull Toga Party 


‘Alexander’ brings the swords and sandals 


FILM I Far from great, “Alexander” 
sporadically lumbers toward watch- 
able, but mostly it’s just bad. 

And we’re not just talking 
kitschy, B -movie bad. At least that 
would have been fun. We’re talking 
all-out, big-budget-bomb bad. 

Nothing about “Alexander” 
feels like an Oliver Stone film, at 
least not until a breathtaking bat- 
tle toward the end involving ele- 
phants in India. 

But perhaps Stone was doomed 
from the start. In telling the story of 
the Macedonian warrior-king, who 
had conquered the vast majority of 
the known pre-Christian world by 
the time he was 25, he has created a 
film that feels both too long and too 


cursory. We hear Alexander (Colin 
Farrell) talk a lot about wanting 
to bring various lands and people 
together, but we never truly under- 
stand what drives him. 

Although Farrell gives it his 
all, he lacks the gravitas neces- 
sary for the role. Also going way, 
way over the top is Angelina Jolie 
as Alexander’s mother, Olympias, 
who has a fondness for snakes and 
may or may not be a sorceress. 

In an accent that seems to 
have been borrowed from George 
Hamilton in “Love at First Bite,” 
Olympias repeatedly insists that 
Alexander’s father was Zeus, 
though biology would suggest 
it was King Philip (Val Kilmer, 


blustering beneath a beard and a 
beer belly). 

At the same time, “Alexander” 
sometimes fails to go far enough: 
His bisexuality is merely suggested. 
It’s almost as if Stone was afraid of 
alienating much of his audience. 

Just when things get going. 
Stone drags the film’s energy to 
a halt by returning repeatedly to 
Alexander’s ally Ptolemy, now aged 
and played by Anthony Hopkins, 
toddling around barefoot in a white 
tunic and deifying his buddy while 
surveying an incredibly fake -look- 
ing harbor of Alexandria. 

“A friend to man, he changed 
the world,” Ptolemy recalls. In 
today’s vernacular, we’d say he 
was a uniter, not a divider.

Companies pay big bucks to get 
mentioned on TV shows. But Wal- 
Mart Stores Inc. could live without 
much of the free publicity it gets. 

In recent weeks, a Wal-Mart 
look-alike played a prominent role 
in CBS’ crime drama “Without a 
Trace.” “Every Mart” was the 
employer of a single mother who 
didn’t qualify for health benefits 
and whose wages were so meager 
she had to deal drugs to pay for 
her son’s hearing aid. The writers 
dressed workers in Wal-Mart ’s 
trademark blue smocks. 

This month. Comedy Central’s 
cartoon “South Park” built an entire 
episode around a “Wall-Mart” com- 
ing to town. The new arrival turns 
the town folk into consumer zom- 
bies lured by cheap prices to buy 
massive quantities of products they 
don’t need. It also turns Main Street 


for vast distances with scant assis- 
tance from clueless sales clerks, said 
John Altschuler, an executive pro- 
ducer of the show. 

“Without a Trace” set out to write 
another kind of social commentary. 
Hank Steinberg, the show’s execu- 
tive producer, said he wanted the 
plot to address “corporate America 
in general being about their bot- 
tom line and not about protecting 
their workers.” 

Comedy Central’s “The Daily 


Show” recently noted that Wal- 
Mart opened a store near ancient 
ruins in Mexico — “the first time 
the chain moved into a community 
that was already in ruins.” 

Wal-Mart is pummelling the 
culture with an alternative vision 
of itself, with a recent barrage of 
commercials touting itself as a good 
place to work and a beneficent com- 
munity citizen. 

According to research firms 
Harris Interactive Inc. and the 


Reputation Institute, Wal-Mart 
fell five notches to 28th place in this 
year’s ranking of corporate reputa- 
tions. Respondents said they didn’t 
buy the image Wal-Mart projected 
in its ads. 

Wal-Mart is one of the biggest 
spenders on television, plunking 
down more than $500 million on 
network TV last year and almost 
$340 million so far this year, 
according to Nielsen Monitor-Plus.
